title, “Where East is West.” Stam- 
bullski was typical of the long- 
submerged peasant class in tho 
Balkans. In his hard, sllont, and 
almost fanatical integrity, ho was 
pecullarly  Bulgarian—a nation 
which, unlike most of Its Balkan 
neighbours, has loarned in five con+ 
turies of oppression to suffor in 
silonce, 

His fate was ‘the fata of the 
moderates everywhere where 
nationalist fecling outstrips and Is 
flercely intolerant of . moderation. 
Like Rathenau in Germany, ho was 
kited by his follow-countrymen, 
tracked and shot down like a wild 
beast. 

Sinco his death his country has 
known an unenay succession of 
semi-dictatorial governmonts, On 
at Jenst ono ocensicn—in 1925—it 
only escaped war with Greece by 
the intervention of the Leaguo of 
Nations, the League's solitary suc- 
cess in o long series of failures. 

. An Ostracised Lana. 

It haa been the most uniformly 
neglected of the vanqulshed bel- 
ligerants of the Great War in the 
successive attompta at treaty re- 
vision, It failed at the Lausanne 
Conference of 1922-1923 to obtain 
the outlet on the Acgean Sea 
promised under tho Trenty of 
Neuilly, For years it has suffored 
from a measure of diplomatic and 
economic ostracism by tho rest of 
Europe, ‘

War and the Great War, Bulgaria 


remains the key to tha Balkans, 
Timo after time in the history of 
the: Inst half-century it has takén 
the initiative in, or led the 
resistance to, European political 
changes of the- first Importance.- 
Since their heroic insurrection 
against the Turkish oppressor in 
1876, which resulted two years 
later in thelr own Mberation, tho 
role. of the Bulgdra in Balkan 
history hos been preponderant. 
They fought their Serbian and 
Greek alffes in 1912 to wrest from 
them Bulgaria'a own share of the

War Debts And The Conference. 


HE war debt fiasco, together with the reports that'a pessimistic 
“A -outlook prevails in most European capitals did not improve the 
prospects of the World Economic Conference; and the formal routine 
‘of the openthg, sessions, the proceedings of.which were not un- 
naturally almost completely devoid of any hi@ppenings of a specta- 
cular nature, have dampened the enthusiastic expectations of many. 
The lack of 2esurance that the bargaining which had caused the 
breakdown of the other international conferenres of the past few 
years, the. apathetic attitude to the tariff tru¢e, and the divergence 
of the views expressed in the opening speeches of the delegates of 
the principal nations, .crcated despondency, which grew to open

apprehension when the United States delegation failed to appear at} 


the first working session of the Conference on Tuesday. Towards 
the end of the week a better tone has existed, dnd the progress made 
be regarded as fairly satisfactory. Firstly, the, rivalry between 
‘France and the United States for the Chairmanship of the import- 
ant Monetary Commission did not develop seriously, France com- 
promising on the basis that Mr. Cox’s Chairmanship be a definite 
step in the direction of British and American currency stabilisation. 
The appointment may be significant in that France is opposed to 
the inflation schemes advanced by America. Perhaps the most en- 
couraging news concerns the fact, announced yesterday, that 
forty-one nations, representing among them. approximately _ 80 
per cent. of world trade, have now _ signified adhesion to 
the tariff truce. Originally only the eight Powers repre- 
scented on the Organizing Committee of the Conference subscribed 
‘to the truce, and as recently as a week ago it was'reported that 
only six other nations were willing to join in the truce. 

The absurd situation which has arisen over the war debta-has 
prejudiced the London Conference. Despite the terms of the Bri- 
tish Note which accompanied the December payment last year, the 
United States administration has postponed the fssue, and the un- 
fortunate results were seen on June 15, when four nations, headed 
by Great Britain afid Italy, made token payments, Finland, whose 
debt was the insignificant sum of G$148,592, alone paying the June 
instalment in full. These token payments are futile; they satisfy 
neither the debtor nations nor the United States, and will prove 
detrimental rather than beneficial to subsequent negotiations. The 
consistent stand taken by France, who bluntly refuses to pay until 
a settlement on the whole question has been effected, is much more 
likely to produce results. Without a war debt scttlement nothing 
ean be achieved at the World Economic Conference and the failure 
to secure a settlement has created o situation which threatens grave 


consequences, .The blame for that failure must be shared by the, 


American Congress and Mr, Ramsay MacDonald. Since the Lau- 
sanne Agreement was signed, America has avoided the war. debt

Rangoon Engineer Has 
Terrible Experience. 


FOUND. BY SIAMESE HUNTERS 


Search party after seatch 

party scoured the jungle In vain 
to find an Englishman who din- 
pypeared into the wilds, His 
wife was left in terrible anxiety 
Yor eight whole days. 
. The Englishman, with an over- 
Beer and two doga strugbled on- 
ward through the jungle for 
three days, weak with Inack of 
fond, scorched hy the sun and 
oxhausted by travel until he 
Yound a native village. 

This adventure befell Mr. 
L. W. Elsum, a mining engineer, 
whose bungalow is 50 miles from 
Tavoy, in South Burma. He 
had gone out to examine the 
water aupply of the nefghbour- 
hood, and was without food, for 
he had intended to return the 
Bame diy, 

At the’ end of an exhausting 
Gay, it was clear to the two men 
that they had tompletely Jost 
their way. Hungry and weary, 
they went on for another day, 
and when the third dawned they 
Mecided that they must be some- 
where near the Slanicse border. 
80 they went on... 

Progress. was slow, ns they 
had to force thelr way through a 
wide stretch of -tall rushes. 
Earlier in the day 2 maze of ele- 
phant tracks had added to their 
difficulties, for they seemed to 
‘ead everywhere but in the right 
direction. 

“Now we pnssed through more 
pen country, which gave us o 
much needed chance to recover,” 
Mr. Elsum relates.. “We encoun- 
tered more 
“all in’ | 

“We walked in the stream bed 
wherever jt was shallow cnough, 
and then we made guod time. 
Suddenly we heard a dog bark, 
80 we at once set up a wild hal. 
looing, a8 much as our swollen 
throats would allow, and were 
very glad to hear an answering 
yell.” 


The yell came from a party of 
young Sfamese hunters, . who 
eventually took Mr. Elsum and 
the overseer back to their village 
where they ‘found that the 
nearest telegraph office was five 
@ va journey away. 

The villagers fed them with 
mashed bananas, the only food 
their’ constricted throats could 
swallow — and even that was a 
painful business, 

Guided by a man who had been 
‘to Tavoy 10 years before, they 
set off into Burma, sleeping out 
and “roughing it.” ~ 
_ One stage from Tavoy, on the 
‘seventh day of’ their adventure 
Mr. Elsum thought that they 
would have a little comfort. at 
last. e ordered “lashings of 
food and coffee for ua all.” But, 
the coffee made’ them sick, and 

‘they were too tired to eat, 
__ But the end of their trials was
